PACKING HOUSE 
DANVERS STRIKE 
INCONTRACT ROM

Approximately 125 truck drivers 
employed by 16 local packing 
houses and meat processors struck 
today in a dispute over terms of a 
hew contract to replace one that 
expired last Nov. 1. 

A representative of the packers 
said deliveries of about 75 per 
cent of the city’s meat supply 
were affected by the walkout, A 
spokesman for the union, Local 
700, APL Packing House Chauf- 
feurs and Salesmen’s Union, said 
the percentage was less than this 
but declined to make an estimate. 

Companies affected include St. 
Louis Independent Packing Co., 
Heil Packing Co., Krey Packing 
Co. Armour & Co. (St. Louis 
branch), American Packing Co., 
.Sieloff Packing Co, and 10 mem- 
bers of the Metropolitan St. 
Louis Meat Deaiers Association. 
The latter group, suppliers of 
hotels, restaurants, hospitals and 
other institutions, handle about 60 
to 70 per cent of these institutional 
deliveries, a spokesman said. 

Most of the companies said they 
could continue to operate for only 
a day or two after their deliveries 
were shut off, because of the per- 
ishable nature of their product 
and the lack of storage space. 
There was no indication that in- 
side workers and stockhandlers 
were respecting the picket lines 
set up by the drivers. 

The strike took the packers and 
the United States Conciliation 
Service by surprise. While neither 
employers or union would discuss 
the strike issue in detail, it ap- 
peared to be concerned with how 
overtime would be computed dur- 
ing the 40-hour week. The pack- 
ers said they had agreed to a 
guaranteed $60-a-week wage and 
wanted the same arrangement for 
computing hours worked as pre- 
— among packers on the East 

e. 


A union representative said a 
strike vote, conducted last Sunday 
in compliance with the state Mad- 
ison Law, resulted in approval of 
a strike by a vote of 275 to 14. He 
said the union had signed con- 
tracts with all of the 39 packers 
with which it had had contracts 
previously except the 16 involved 
in the current walkout. 

A representative of the United 
States Conciliation Service said an 
attempt would be made to bring 
the parties together for further 
negotiations today. William J. 
Bingel Jr., president of Local 700, 
said no statements would be is- 
sued by the union until after the 
executive board meets some time 
today,

When the Keniston family —

— went to bed last night, they 
bundled up in all the heavy clothes 
they could find and piled all their 
blankets on their beds to keep 
warm, because their two-room 
home in & converted confectionery 
store at 606 Marion street has 
only three walls. 

The fourth wall was torn down 
by workmen after the landlord, 
Mrs. Sarah Venezia, and her son, 
Jasper Venezia, were told by build- 
ers that it was unsafe and might 


fall in on the family, Mr. and 


Mrs, Raphael Keniston and three 
of their children; Charles, 13 years 
old; Bobby, 7, and Linda, 4, An- 
other son, Larry, 10, is staying in 
Kennett, Mo., with an uncle. 

In place of the wall, workmen 
have hung a dirty, gray tarpaulin. 

“It doesn’t keep out the cold,” 
Mrs. Keniston told the -.Post- 
Dispatch, “But Charles and Bobby 
get warm when they go to school 
each day, and the baby and I 
keep warm by riding on busses or 
by sitting in the Greyhound Bus 
terminal most of the day.” 

Venezia, who with his mother, 
operates a tavern at Marion street 
and South Broadway, said he had 
rented the place to Keniston, a 
cabinet maker, on a temporary 
basis. He told the tenants the 
wall would have to come down, 
and offered to refund their $35 


“We looked everywhere,” Mrs. 
Keniston said, “but we couldn't 
find a place to live. I kept a 
lock on the door to keep the work- 
men out, hoping the wall wouldn’t 
be torn down. But when I came 
home Tuesday from looking for 
a place, workmen had broken the 
lock, and the wall was partly 
down. 


“All we can do,” she added 


‘wistfully, “is keep on looking and 
‘hoping they'll get a new wall up 


soon.” 


WAHLGREN URGES 
MOTORISTS CHECK 
UP ON ANTI-FREEZE 


Motorists should look to their 
anti-freeze, which will be needed 
tomorrow morning.

Committee Holds Over 
Measure Pending Final 
Approval of. City’s Pro-

JEFFERSON CITY, March 4 
—The St. Louis police salary bill, 
providing increases for the entire 
personnel of the department, is 
being smothered in the Senate 
Committee on Municipal Corpora- 
tions, It is possible for the Dill 
to be passed before the Legisla- 
ture adjourns, about April 1, but 
the indications now are that it 

will not be, 

City Counselor George L. 
Stemmler appeared before the 
committee at a brief session late 
yesterday, He said the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment had 
approved the measure, but only 
on the condition that the Legis- 
lature pass a bill authorizing the 
city to impose an earnings tax 
of one-half of one per cent to 
enable the city to increase its 
revenues. 

Tax Bill to Senate. 

The earnings tax bill was 
passed by the House yesterday 
and will reach the Senate today. 
It will be referred to a commit- 
tee Monday. 

The police salary bill has been 
in the Municipal Corporations 
Committee since Feb, 3 without 
action, although arguments for 
it have been heard twice, There 
has been no open opposition before 
the committee. 

After the hearing yesterday aft- 
ernoon a 15-minute executive ses- 
sion was held. At its conclusion 
Senator John D. Fels of St. Louis 
county, the chairman, said the 
bill had been “held over.” The 
committee will not meet again

“The members of the board are 
fully aware of the financial dif- 
ficulties of the city,” he said. 
“We are economizing wherever 
possible and this year will turn

of our appropriation. 

“However, in our opinion, police 
and fire protection and the fur- 
nishing of a clean water supply 
are the matters for first consid- 
eration, and other city services, 
important though they may be, 
should come after these. We be- 
lieve that a failure to increase 
the police salaries will result in a 
situation which will endanger the 
maintenance of law and order and 
the protection of the people of 
St. Louis.” 


Officers to Seek Better-Paid Jobs 
if, Bill Fails. 

St. Louls policemen were embit- 
tered today by the news that sal- 
ary increase might not be forth- 
coming, and a number said they 
intended to seek more remunera- 
tive employment if the pending 
bill does not pass. 

“If I don’t get that raise, I’m 
going to apply for a job as a gar- 
bage wagon driver,” one patrol- 
man asserted. “That job pays $226 
a month, and you work only five 
days a week, with three weeks’ va- 
cation every year. I get $220 a 
month, with two weeks’ vacation, 
and after working eight hours a 
day, seven days a week, except for 
three days off a month, I have to 
appear in court to prosecute cases 
on my own time.” 

Economic pressure already has 
caused many policemen to resign 
for better-paying jobs. The Police 
Department at present is 168 men 
short of its full complement of 
1900 men. In recent examinations, 
152 candidates passed, but it was 
believed many of these applicants 
might not join the force if the pro- 
posed pay increases are blocked. 


GETS A $7,000,000

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
-~Three former Democratic Gov- 
ernors of New England states 
were on record today as favoring 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur for the 
party’s presidential nomination. 

Boston’s long-time mayor, James 
M. Curley, who last Thanksgiving 
was granted a presidential pardon 
by President Truman after serv- 
ing five months of a 6 to 18 
months’ mail fraud sentence, 
joined former Governors Joseph 
B, Ely of Massachusetts and Fran- 
cis P. Murphy of New Hampshire 
in proposing the supreme allied 
commander of Japan as the Dem- 
ocratic nominee, 

Curley told reporters he didn’t 
think it would be necessary to 
start a movement at the national 
convention to substitute MacAr- 
thur for President Truman be- 
cause “the country is doing it 
now.” 

“No Hope,” Says Murphy. 

Murphy said in an interview 
that “there is certainly no hope 
remaining under our present lead- 
ership. The man in the White 
House is gone beyond recall.” 

He said the nation, “needs an 
outstanding leader today us ur- 
gently as at any time in history. 
I don’t know of an American with 
greater merit than Gen. MacAr- 
thur.” 

Ely told interviewers he was 
opposed to Truman because “he 
has let political considerations 
sway his actions.” 

Curley’s initial announcement 
several weeks ago that he favored 
MacArthur caused a split in Mas- 
sachusetts Democratic ranks. It 
resulted in former Gov. Maurice 
J. Tobin withdrawing as a dele- 
gate candidate, and three separate 


RETAIL FOOD PRICES STOP 
FALLING; GAINS IN GRAINS 


Cereals Regain 50 Per Cent of Total Drop 
Since Feb. 4—Other Commodities Are 
Rising, Survey Shows. - 


CHICAGO, March 4 (UP)—Re- 
tail prices on most foods have 
stopped dropping and the grain 
market has recovered as Much as 
50 per cent of the loss it took in 
the big price break which started 
a month ago today, according to a 
United Press survey, 


The big break in commodities 
began Feb. 4, when all of the 
grains dropped the limits allowed 
for a single day’s trading. Actu- 
ally, the markets had been moving 
lower since Jan. 16 when they had 
hit re€@ord highs. 

Grains and other commodities 
continued to fall until Feb. 13, 
dropping the daily limit almost 
every day. Since Feb, 13, grains 
have climbed steadily, but much 
more slewly than they fell. 

The big break in commodities 
was reflected almost immediately 
in a downward slide in the price 
of food at corner stores. The slow 
recovery in the commodity mar- 
kets has now halted the drop in 
retail prices, a survey in 10 rep- 
resentative cities showed today. 

The Department of Labor. said 
today average wholesale prices 
for 100 basic commodities showed 
no change from Feb. 21 to 28. 
The wholesale price index stood 
at 1592 on Feb. 28. The 1926 
average equals 100. 

Grocer Group’s Views. 

The National Association of Re- 
tail Grocers said, “Retail food 
prices generally appear to have 
halted their downward slide, at 
least temporarily, and in certain 
western areas have actually edged 
up several cents on several basic 
commodities.” 

In the period from Jan, 16 until 


Feb. 13, wheat for May delivery 
fell off from $3.06% a bushel on 
the Chicago Board of Trade to 
$2.32, a fall of 74 cents, May corn 
dropped from $2.70% to $1.97%, or 
53% cents. 

Since hitting bottom, however, 
May corn has climbed back about 
30% cents, recovering more than 
50 per cent of its losses in the big 
break, It sold at today’s close at 
$2.28% to $2.28. May wheat has 
regained 16% cents of the loss, 
closing today at $2.48% to $2.49 
a bushel.

WASHINGTON, March 4 (AP) 
-—Dr. Edward U. Condor, under 
fire from the House Un-American 
Activities Committee, asked today 
for a congressional investigation 


to “put an end to public smears 
on scientifts in and out of Gov- 
ernment.”

At the Department of Com- 
merce, meantime, it was learned 
that Secretary Harriman had 
asked Attorney General Tom C.

The House group 
subpenaed them after releasing a 
subcommifttee’s report saying Con- 
don has associated “knowingly or 
unknowingly” with suspected Rus- 
sian spies. . 


Right to Papers Studied.

Issuesin China Is Military Problem

AM grateful to the Committee 
on: Foreign Affairs of the 
House of Representatives for 
the confidence reflected in its de- 
sire that I appear before it to give 
my views on American policy in 
the extension of aid to China, The 
pressure of my operational duties 
in the administration of Japan, 
especially at this time of change 
in the Japanese Government, how- 
ever, renders it impracticable for 
me to leave my post. And even 
were it otherwise, I gravely doubt 
that I could give constructive and 
helpful advice as to details in- 
volved in pending aid proposals, 
which I have not seen nor had any 
opportunity to study, Chi as 
you perhaps know, is a theater of 
United States Navy control, out- 
side the scope of my existing au- 
thority. I have no representatives 
there, and, apart from general 
background knowledge, such de- 
tailed information as has been 
made available to me has been 
derived largely by indirection. 
Exhaustive investigations of the 
Chinese situation have been made 
by responsible United States offi- 
cials, but these studies are not 
within my channel of information 
or command and in consequence 
I am not adequately familiar 
therewith. I have furthermore 
not had the opportunity to visit 
China for many years. With this 
background, you will readily per- 
ceive I am not in a position to 
render authoritative advice with 
reference to the myriad of details 
on which a definite policy for this 
particular area must necessarily 
rest. 


In general answer to your 
specific questions, I can say with 
out the slightest hesitation that 
a free, independent, peaceful 
and friendly China is of pro- + 
found importance to the peace 
of the world and to the 
position of the United States. 
It is the fundamental keystone 
to the Pacific arch. Underlying 
all issues in China is now the 
military problem. Until it is re- 
solved little progress can be 
expected toward internal re- 
habilitation regardless of the ex- 
tent of outside aid. Once it is 
resolved, however, there is little 
doubt but that China’s tradition- 
al resiliency will provide the 
basis for rapid recovery to rela- 
tive stability. 

The Chinese problem is part of a 


considered in its entirety in the 
orientation of American policy. 
Fragmentary decisions in discon- 
nected sectors of the world will 
not bring an integrated solution, 
The problem in go far as the 
United States is concerned is an 
over-all one and can be resolved 
only on the broadest possible 
global basis. It would be utterly 
fallacious to underrate either 
China’s needs or her importance, 
For if we embark upon a general 
policy to bulwark the frontiers of 
freedom against the assaults of 
political despotism, one major 
frontier is no less important than 
another, and a decisive breach of 
any will inevitably threaten to 
engulf all. Because of deep- 
rooted racial and cultural and 
business ties, we are prone to 
overconcentr on happenings 
and events™ ur east and to un- 
deremphasize the’ importance of 
those to our weSt. America’s past 
lies deeply rooted in the areas 
across the Atlantic, but the hope 
of American generations of the 
future to keep pace with the 
progress of those of the past lies 
no less in the happenings and 
events across the Pacific, 

While fully availing ourselves 
of the potential to the east, to 
our western horizon we must 
look both for hope of a better 
life through yet untapped op- 
portunities for trade and com- 
merce in the advance of Asiatic 
races, and threat against the 
life with which we are even 


Following is the text of Gen. Douglas MacArthur's cablegram 
to the House Foreign Affairs Committee, giving his views on 
aid to China: 


now endowed, For beyond the 
horizon upon the outcome of 
the ideological struggles in 
which opposing forces are now 
engaged and the restoration of 
political, economic and _ social 
stability, rests war or peace, as- 
surance or threat, hope or fear. 

The international aspect of 
the Chinese problem unfortu- 
nately has become somewhat 
clouded by demands for internal - 
reform, Desirable as such re- 
form may fe, its importance is 
but secondary to the issue of 
civil strife now engulfing the 
land, and the two issues are as 
impossible of synchronization 
as it would be to alter the struc- 
tural design of a house while 
the same was being consumed 
by flame, 

Friendly and searching as our 
interest may be in the reforma- 
tion of China’s institutions and 
practices to bring them closer into 
line with our own concept of lib- 
erty and, justice, and right and 
wrong, the maintenance of China’s 
integrity against destructive 
forces which threaten her engulf- 
ment is of infinitely more imme- 
diate concern. For with the firm 
maintenance of such integrity, re- 
form will gradually take place in 
the evolutionary processes of 
China’s future, 

The flow to China of military 
supplies, surplus to our own re- 
quirements, has been resumed. Ad- 
ditional material support should 
be measured in equitable relation 
to such global aid as may be de- 
termined upon in the orientation 
of American policy,’ without under- 
rating the strategic importance to 
us, as to the world, of a free and 
peaceful China, without ignoring 
her impoverishment and fatigue in 
consequence of so many years of 
violent struggle over her soil, 
without failing accurately to as- 
sess her potential in the stability 
and advancement of our own fu- 
ture standard of life, and without 
neglecting to recognize our long 
and friendly relationship, well 
tested through years of peace and 
years of war. 

In the determination of our 
global policy, care must of 
course be exercised to avoid 
commitment of our resources 
beyond what we can safely 
s e sapping of our na- 
tional strength to the point of 
jeopardy to our own security— 
and the overburdening of our 
people beyond their capacity to 
maintain a standard of life 
consistent with the .energies 
with which they are naturally 
endowed. For it would be il- 
logical for us to yleld our own 
liberties in the safeguard of the 
liberties of others—to forfeit 
our own heritage of freedom in 
securing the freedom of others. 
No less illogical would it be to 
extend our material aid beyond 
hope of reciprocal repayment 
through contribution in one 
form or another to human 
progress. For it would not serve 
our purpose merely to create in 
return for our sacrifice a con- 
dition of indigence and men- 
dicancy elsewhere, to become 
a brake upon human advance- 
ment. 

It is one of the _ traditional 
characteristics of the American 
people that in time of great crises 
they have never failed to rise to

CAPTURED, KILLED 


17 HAGANAH MEN 


Patrol Members Reported! 
Put to Death When 
British Troops Ap- 
proached Battle Scene. 


JERUSALEM, March 4 (UP)— 
Jewish officials reported that the 
Arabs cut off a 23-man Haganah 
patrol north of Jerusalem today, 
captured 17 of its men, and killed 
them when British forces ap- 
proached to intervene in a run- 
ning battle, 

Six survivors of the Haganah 
dawn patrol into Arab territory 
near Ataroth along the Nablus 
road reported that all of their 
comrades were killed by Arabs 


identified as Iraqi volunteers who 
surrounded and overwhelmed 
them. ° 

Arab headquarters at Ramallah, 
in a report on the battle, said 15 
Jews were killed in a four-hour 
fight, 

Police sources in Jerusalem re- 
ported that about 500 Iraqi volun- 
teers had infiltrated the Ramallah 
area in the last week, with orders 
to cut the Jerusalem-Tel Aviv 
highway, the Jewish lifeline. 

For three days the Arabs have 
made repeated attacks along the 
highway. They already had killed 
about a dozen Jews in ambushes 
of Jewish convoys. 

The Haganah survivors reported 
that the 23 field unit men left 
their base for a check on intelli- 
gence reports that strong Iraqi 
volunteer forces were eoncentrat- 
ed around Ramallah. 

The Haganah squad was spotted 
by Arab scouts, according to the 
account by the Jews, and finally 
engaged in a running battle with 
some 100 Iraqi volunteers dis- 
patched from Ramallah to cut off 
the Jewish retreat. 

The six survivors gaid their 
comrades were captured and 
killed when the Arabs saw British 
forces approaching. 

Meanwhile, reports from the 
north said a huge Arab convoy 
was gathering in the Syrian hills 
just across the border from Pal- 
estine., 

Reports from Jewish frontier 
settlements said the convoy was 
rolling* south from Beirut in sec- 
tion after section. 

Reports that the Arabs were 
massing new forces on the Pales- 
tine border coincided with dis- 
patches from Damascus, capital of 
Syria, saying that final plans for 
the Arab invasion of Palestine 
were being worked out.

VATICAN CITY, March 4 (AP) 
—Authoritative sources said to- 
day Italian Catholic Action has 
undertaken an intensive drive to 


avert a €ommunist victory in 
Italy’s April 18 elections. 

This campaign is evidenced by 
Catholic Action’s distribution of a 
Vatican decree directing Catholics 
to vote only for candidates who 
“will respect the rights of the 
Church,” 

Catholic Action counts more 
than 4,000,000 members, of whom 
3,225,000 are of voting age. 

The Vatican decree, issued by 
the Consistorial Congregation of 
the Vatican two years ago, was 
reaffirmed March 31, 1947. It ad- 
monished Catholics throughout 
the world to vote for candidates 
who would defend the Church's 
rights. Catholic Action last week 
distributed the decree through its 
news service to more than 100 
diocesan periodicals. 

A spokesman for the organiza- 
tion said, however, it was depend- 
ing even more on the spoken 
word in Italian parishes to make 
Catholics “aware of their duty to 
vote.” Catholic Action aims ‘to 
convince Catholics that failure to 
vote is a vote against the Church, 
and that Communism seeks a 
state which denies civil and re- 
ligious rights. 

Italian dailies published the 
Vatican decree yesterday. Gior- 
nale della Sera of Rome, Rightist 
independent newspaper, published 
it again today, The Communist 
press yesterday referred to the 
decree as a Church campaign 
against the popular front, but 
avoided reference to it today.

AUSTIN STANDS FIRM ON U.S.

No Indication of Consultations on Possible 
Compromise Found During 
Recess in Debate. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., March 4 
(AP)—The United States stood 


firm on its Palestine policy today 
despite a recognized probability 
of defeat in the United Nations 


Security Council. 
Informed quarters said United 


States Chief Delegate Warren R. 
Austin would not change his orig- 


inal resolution to meet objections 
raised by Russia, Belgium, Can- 
ada, Syria and China in the last 
week, 

Some quarters had hoped that 
the recess today in the Palestine 
debate might lead to some off-the- 
floor compromise, but a check of 
the delegates failed to disclose any 
consultations either in progress or 
planned, 

Austin was reported ready to 
press for a vote tomorrow on his 
proposal approving partition as 
the solution of the Palestine prob- 


lem and setting up a Big Five! sy} 


committee to find a way to imple- 
ment the U.N, Assembly’s Nov, 29 
decision. 

The United States delegation 
was understood to feel the proper 
time to seek a compromise was 
when, and if, the American reso- 
lution is defeated. 

The official reason given for the 
one-day recess in the Palestine 
debate was the illness of Camille 
Chamoun, special Lebanese repre- 
sentative. It was understood that 
Dr. Charles Malik, Lebanese Am- 
bassador to Washington and dele- 
gate here, would read Chamoun’s 
statement tomorrow. 

Before the council adjourned 
yesterday it became apparent that 
at least a portion of the Amer- 


ican resolution on Palestine par- 
tition was headed for defeat. Can- 
ada and China joined Belgium and 
Syria in opposing a section call- 
ing on the council to accept the 
partition scheme as laid down by 
the 1947 U.N. Assembly. 

Should this opposition crystal- 
lize sufficiently to bring passage 
of a Belgium counter-proposal, 
which would eliminate acceptance 
of partition, the American plan 
would be stripped of its major 
point. Another part of the Amer- 
ican resolution provides for a Big 
Five committee to consult on the 
Palestine problem. 

After nearly two weeks of coun- 
cil debate on a Palestine commis- 
sion request for armed force . to 
carry out partition, delegates were 
lined up as follows: 

The Unitec States wants the 
council to accept the partition

AKRON, O., March 4 (AP)-—-A 
dwindling buyer demand resulted 
in a 30 per cent production slash 
today by the Goodyear Tire’ & 
Rubber Co. 


A campany statement said “sales 
fell off sharply during January 
and February after maintaining 
record peacetime highs for two 
years.”

~—~Harold Christoffel, Milwaukee 
labor leader, was convicted last 
night of perjury charges by a 
United States district court jury. 

He was convicted on all counts 
of a six-count indictthent in which 
he was charged with falsely testi- 
fying under oath that he had 
never been a Communist or been 
connected with the Communist 


The jury was out five hours. 
Christoffel was immediately com- 
mitted to jail by Judge Edward M. 
Curran, who granted five days for 
application for a new trial. Sen- 
tence was deferred until then. 

Under the District of Columbia 
perjury law, Christoffel is subject 
to a sentence of two to 10 years 
on each count and no fine, The 
maximum would be 60 years. 

against Christoffel 
arose from statements made on 
March 1, 1947, to the House Labor 
Committee studying labor unrest 
at various plants, including the 
Milwaukee plant of Allis-Chalm- 
ers Co. Christoffel was a former 
president of a ClIO-United Auto 
Workers union there. 

Defense Counsel] O. John Rogge 
demanded a poll of the jury on 
each count of the perjury charge 
and the word “guilty” was pro- 
nounced 72 different times. 

The six counts on which the 
union leader was convicted were 
that he lied when he told the 
House committee that: 

(1) He never was a member of 
the Communist party (2) he — 


worked with the Communist party, 
(4) never participated in dctivities 
of the Communist party, (5) never 

Communists or indorsed 
Communism, (6) that he did not 
know Ned Sparks or Fred Blair, 
mamed as two Wisconsin com- 


munists.

% 

the United Nations is inadequate 
and we must therefore replace it 
with a world government. 

We should strive to promote the 
idea of universal reduction of 
armaments, ‘with complete United 
Nations inspection in all countries 
to make sure it is carried out. A 
wild race of armaments, economic 
and military, is an indictment of 
civilization. 

Proponents of heavy armaments 
are playing with the lives and 
property of tens of millions of 
men, women and children. 

But disarmament must be com- 
parative, and we must never again 
permit the United States to de- 
cline to a level of relative military 
helplessness. Other nations, in 
looking at us as we explain our 
foreign policies, must still be able 
to see over our shoulders the sym- 
bols of our power. 

We Americans need to prac- 
tice moderation in our expres- 
sions of opinion concerning 
other nations. As a people we 
are too prone to condemn other 
nations and rulers, to apply epi- 
thets, to caricaturize, to ridicule. 


We forget that our sharp 
words are not buried in newspa- 
per columns or lost on the ros- 
trum or radio. They come to 
the knowledge of the govern- 
ments and peoples they anathe- 
matize, are reproduced and 
commen upon by the press 


and radio of those countries, 
which may not underdtand our 
freedom of criti and they 


hamper the cond f our for- 
eign relations. 

To the old rule that one 
should count ten before berating 
an individual, I would add 
@ new rule that we should count 
ten hours or ten days before be- 
rating another nation, and mean- 
time we should try to ascertain 
the trie and full facts of the 
event that seems to call for con- 

rule would call to the 
particular attention of the minor- 
ity groups in the United States, 
whether racial, national or reli- 


gious. The Constitution was de- 

signed to protect “nll the people, 

but especially minorities. 
Minority Pressures. 

Nevertheless, in recent years 
some of these groups, aided by the 
improvement of methods for dif- 
fusing information and propagan- 
da, have raised a voice and exert- 
ed a pressure in foreign affairs 
far out of proportion to their 
numbers. j 

These interfering minorities are 
most generally composed of or in- 
fluenced by left-wing or reaction- 
ary extremists and also by persons 
who have immigrated in recent 
years and are chronic agitators 
and advocates of ideas calculated 
to undermine both our political 
and our economic structure. 

On many critical occasions, 
when the international relations 
of our Government require the 
most delicate and careful han- 
dling, supported by a unanimous 
and, aggressite public opinion, 
some of these groups scatter poi- 
son or otherwise play havoc with, 
them. 

Our great nation should stand 
always for the progressive attain- 
ment of self-government and 
eventual independence by depend- 
ent peoples when they are ready 
for it, in accordance with our ex- 
ample in the Philippines, 

But let our policy in this respect 
not be limited to one of exhorta- 
tion only but also embrace active 
economic help to raise the level 
of life of such peoples. 

Let us stand, too, for the free 
play of public opinion in the 
world. Today there is, generally, 
no free press or radio around the 
globe. Perhaps half the nations 
suppress, filter or color informa- 
tion. Not until the thoughts of 
peoples can be fully and freely 
communicated from one to an- 
other can we hope for the attafn- 
ment of the real understanding 
that will make wars impossible. 

Must Assume Responsibilities. 

We must recognize and be will- 
ing to assume our commitments

The Navy said the three ships 
sunk were radioactive to such a 
degree they could not be used for 
scrap without extensive decon- 
tamination, They were so unsea- 
worthy they could not be towed 
to the United States mainland 
without danger of sinking. The 
cost of decontamination, the Navy 
added, would far exceed any scrap 
value,

HE battleship Pennsylvania, survivor of the Pearl Harbor debacle 
and two atomic blasts, was scuttled near Kwajalein Feb. 10, 


much longer in Kwajalein lagoon. 
It was towed there after the Bi- 
kini atom tests. It was considered 
a possible menace to shipping if 
it sank in the lagoon, as did the 
German cruiser Prinz Eugen. Both 
were guinea pigs of the Bikini 
tests, 

The “Mighty P,” as the Navy 
calls it, recovered from the Pearl 
Harbor attack to strike at the 
Japanese 13 times with 11,000.000 
pounds of steel—more than was 
fired by any other battleship in 
history. Off Okinawa, 59 hours 
before the war ended, an aerial 
torpedo ripped the Pennsylvania's 
stern and killed 20 men. 

The ship was commissioned 
March 16, 1915, had a displace- 
ment of 33,000 tons and was 608 
feet in length with a beam of 106 
feet 3 inches.

ERMANY’S onty practical cy- 
f. clotron, or atom smasher, will 
go into operation here some- 
time this month, Its use was au- 
thorized’ last summer by the four- 
power Allied Control Council in 
Berlin, but it has taken until now 
so get the bulky machine in shape. 

Allied restrictions, however, 
based on a carefully outlined pro- 
gram, limit the cyclotron to re- 
search connected directly with 
medicine. 

For more than two years it 
stood unattended and idle in an 
underground out-building of the 
former Kaiser Wilhelm Institute 
in Heidelberg. The institute now 
houses the fourth United States 
Medical Laboratory, but the elec- 
tron microscope and parts of the 
buildings continue to be available 
to German scientists. 

Farben Man in Charge. 

There is no glass yet in the win 
dows of the generator room, Dr. 
Kurt Schmeiser, former I1.G. Far- 
ben scientist, who is in immediate 
charge, explains without bitterness 
that meny of their techniques are 
“primitive,” but there is still an 
air of quiet efficiency about the 
place. 

When the cyclotron starts up 
its operations will be dual: to 
preduce for German doctors the 
radioactive substances which al- 
ready have worked miracles in the 
study and treatment of disease in 
the United States and other coun- 
tries, and to’carry out basic re- 
search on the most effective meth- 
ods of handling and using these 
unstable materials, some of which 
exist for only a few hours. 

Industrial use of nuclear energy 
for power is beyond the scope of 
the present program. 

Heidelberg’s lone cyclotron is 
mute evidence of how far Ger- 
many lags behind the rest of the 
world in this field. Ita central 
circular chamber is about one 
yard in diameter, and its magnets 
weigh 80 tons, but it is a baby 
compared with modern American 
developments. The maximum volt- 
age the Heidelberg apparatus can 
command is about 12,000,000. The 
newest American ones are 10 to 20 
times as powerful. 

Built Siemens. 

Heidelberg’s installation was 
constructed by the Siemens con- 
cern in Berlin from plans of Dr. 
Walter Bothe, one of Germany’s 
pioneer nuclear physicists, who 
visited America shortly before the 
war, and still is in over-all charge 
here. It was not completed until 
1943. Experts still were trying to 
rid it of “bugs” when the war 
ended in 1945. 

A similar machine, the only oth- 
er one in Germany, was captured 
by-the Russians and removed from 
the Siemens plant in Berlin,

Facts on the County Library 
_ To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We are glad that the Post-Dispatch 
has opened its columns for the discus- 
sion of the St. Louis County Library 
project, The citizens of the county have 
every right to question both the ad- 
ministration and the expenses of their 
ee system, and are entitled to the 

ts. 


The collector for the county turned 
over to the library from 1946 tax re- 
ceipts approximately $167,000. Approxi- 
emately $34,000 was contributed in 1947 
by the State of Missouri as State aid 
for this educational project. The total 
receipts for the year 1947 were accord- 
ingly approximately $201,000, 

How has this considerable sum been 
used? 

The greater past of it has been in- 
vested in books and equipment. Here 
is roughly the picture according to most 
recent figures (presented to the Janu- 
ary meeting of the board): 

Invested in 74,000 bookse— —$ 92,377.88 
Invested in four Bookmo- 

biles, three trailers and 

one truck 
Invested in library equip- 


rv —$128,923.61 


It must also be realized that. some 
other initial expenditures have been 
non- due to the necessity of 
promptly establishing the service. 

As to current running expenses, the 
library pays salaries to a staff of 23 
full-time and approximately 40 part- 
time employes at a monthly expense of 
about $5700; rent for the main office 
and one branch is paid at the rate of 
$285 a month. There are, of course, 
minor clerical, maintenance and operat- 


expenses, . 

We can assure the citizens of the dis- 
trict that, while it has been difficult 
to obtain personnel, the salary scale 
is in keeping with current library stand- 
' It is only due to the unusual 

ability and energy of our chief librarian 
that we have been able to go into opera- 
tion so promptly. 

It has been difficult in these times 
to find housing and to get into opera- 
tion. The record of service, however, 
speaks for itself. In 10% months of 
operation, the circulation of books has 
amounted to 304,360. The mobile units 
have reached almost every school in the 
library district, both public and paro- 
chial, with rare exceptions (where the 
service has been declined). Incidental- 
ly, the staff advises that it would take 
twice the number of books and equip- 
ment to meet the present demand. Dou- 
bled circulation is anticipated in the 
near future. 

Housing has, of course, been a prob- 
lem. The library was evicted from tem- 
porary quarters in Overland and has 
now arranged for a three-year lease of 
modest quarters on St. Charles Rock 
road for $250 per month. We have had 


a branch in Kinloch, in operation for, 


several months, and arrangements have 
been e for rent-free quarters for a 
branch in the new City Hall in Over- 
land, now under construction. 

We should be glad to supply further 
facts as occasion requires and as serv- 
ice develops. This is a benevolent and 
much-needed service in the county 
which we feel justifies the enthusiastic 
support of the citizens. We hope that 
the discussion will be confined to the 
facts and maintained on a level in the 
keeping with a project. that is designed 
primarily for the benefit of the children

The Brussels Conference 


The falling of the iron fist on Czechoslovakia 
and Finland gives new importance and urgency 
to the conference opening in Brussels today on 
the formation of a union of Western Europe. 

While Britain, France and the United States 
have been talking about a United States of Eu- 
rope, Russia has been creating one. Russia now. 
has Eastern and Central Europe firmly, under 
its hand and is rumbling at the gates of the 
Western Europedn nations. 

As far back as 19438, Winston Churchill pro- 
posed to Washington the creation of a confedera- 
tion of Europe. But the, State Department 
evinced no interest. The Senate has been equal- 
ly dilatory. It has taken no action on the year- 
old Fulbright resolution favoring the formation 
of a United States of Europe within the frame- 
work of the United Nations. 

While the Senate neglects the Fulbright reso- 
lution, with its limited and realistic objective, a 
group of Republican Senators headed by Ball of 
Minnesota and Brewster of Maine confuse the 
picture with a proposal for an entirely new in- 
ternational organization with the power to bind 
its members to military action. It is more than 
a little strange that Senators who have not be- 
come interested in encouraging a union of West- 
ern Europe would now—in an election year— 
raise an issue involving the impairment of Amer- 
ican sovereignty. 

Prime Minister Attlee and Foreign Secretary 
Bevin are more realistic. They are apparently 
throwing the still large influence of Great Brit- 
ain into the organization of a firm federation of 
free Europe. Prime Minister Attlee says the 
Brussels meeting will cover all aspects of Euro- 
pean union—economic, social, political and mill- 
tary. Only Britain, France and the Benelux 
countries are represented at the current meet- 
ing, but the object is to enroll the rest of West- 
ern Europe “within a year.” 

Mr. Attlee has long advocated a United States 
of Europe. More than two years ago, he said, 
“Europe must unite or perish.” It may have 
sounded then like a slogan. Now it seems a cold 
bare, immutable fact. 

- - a 

Even the Scandinavian countries, which until 
last week had followed the Czech line of trying 
to serve as a “bridge between Russia and the 
West,” are now openly denouncing Russia and 
calling for a Western Europe which can “place 
herself as a strong partner by America’s side.” 

Scandinavia’s peril consists in being geograph- 
ically so close to Finland and Russia. In Italy 


and France, political conquest is the greater dan- 


ger. 

The Communists are gaining strength in Italy, 
where they polled 38 per cent of the votes in the 
last general election. If the Communists do not 
win the general election in April, they may try 
a genera] strike or an uprising by their care- 
fully-drilled private army. 

In France, parliamentary government walks a 
tight rope between the Communists and the De 
Gaullists. 

* * * 

In this alarm and confusion, Congress moves 
toward the appropriation of billions of dollars 
for economic aid to Western Europe. But dollars 
alone cannot do the job. For two years America 
has been aiding Italy at a rate comparable to that 
contemplated under the Marshall plan, and yet 


#the Italian situation has apparently grown worse. 


To Britain, we have given or lent some five 
billions since the war, but Britain has had to dig 
into its own gold and dollar reserves by an ad- 
ditional four billions. The bottom of the barrel 
is in sight. 

Something more is required than loans from 
the United States. Though loans may temporari- 
ly stave off disaster, they do not restore self- 
confidence, revive buoyancy and hope or stir 
the imagination of the recipients. 

How can Western Europe possibly become in- 
spired or invigorated as long as it clings to a 
division and disunion—a worship of petty na- 
tionalism—which compels it to rely on the United 
States for economic assistance and military pro- 
tection?

In the air-and-atomic age, the massed billions 
necessary for a powerful armed force are sim- 
ply not within reach of small or medium-sized 
nations. These exist solely on sufferance of the 
great powers. That sufferance, in the case of 
Russia, is so small as to be virtually non-exist- 
ent. 

So, if the United States is ever to be able to 
lay down its burden of guardianship over West- 
ern Europe, there must ¢ome into existence a 
firm political, economic and military union of 
the part of the Continent which is still free to 
make its own destiny. 

The overpowering need of Europe, both from 
its own point of view and that of America, is a 
restoration of the balance of power. And there 
is no chance of achieving a balance against Rus- 
sia except by uniting Europe in the West. 

The idea of European union is now present, 
the climate of opinion is favorable, and the firm 
support of the United States could very well 
prove decisive. 
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The Bankers’ Loan Bill 


In comparison with the State Senate's small- 
loan bill, the Missouri Banker’s Association’s 
new proposal is moderate. The Senate bill 
permits 26 per cent interest or, by a possible 
interpretation, 54 per cent. The bankers put 
the ceiling at 20 per cent and outlaw the “ex- 
tras” which some leaders are now using to 
exact usurious tribute. 

St. Louis banks are making small loans at 
8 per cent, which raises the question as to why 
bankers sanction a top rate of two and a half 
times as Much. The answer ig that one code 
must govern all lenders and that small-loan com- 
panies have somewhat higher expenses than the 
banks, The question still remains whether 20 
per cent is not more than is required to com- 
pensate any*lender whose services cater to any 
genuine public need. | 
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Shine "Em Up 

The introduction of an electrical machine for 
shining shoes may be a sign that the shoe shine 
artist is a vanishing phenomenon, so we pause to 
pay homage whilé the paying is good. 

It wasn’t so long ago that shining shoes! was 
not merely a mechanical operation, but an. art. 
That the shoes got shined in the process was 
purely incidental. What mattered was the style 
of the thing. It had to be done with grace, with 
elan, with flair. As the matador handled his 
cape in the bull ring, so the shoe shine artist 
handled his cloth, only better. 

A man whbd had mastered his technique could 
make his cloth dance on the shoes with a fast 
jazz rhythm. He could make it hum to itself. 
He could make it explode into soft little pops 
as he went along. At stages in the polishing 


process which he deemed important enough, he 
could make it erupt into loud bangs. There 
could be no question by anybody that he was an 
artist., As a painter wore his beret and his 


- smock, a shoe shine artist wore his craftsman- 


ship. 

With the mechanical shoe shiner, now, you 
stick your foot in and leave it there awhile, and 
take it out. We understand you get a shoe shine, 
all right, but you don’t get anything else. 
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Behind Closed Doors 


Due to the Missouri Senate’s retention of the 
archaic as well as vicious rule of secrecy on 
committee votes, the people of this state know 
only that the foster home bill was killed by 
a vote of 4 to 3 in the Public Health Committee, 
It was not disclosed which Senators voted for 
decent standards in the care of homeless chil- 
dren and which Senators voted to continue the 
present confused, inadequate and delinquent- 
producing regulations. 

Procedurally as well as on the merits, this is 
a performance which puts the State Senate on a 
very low level. The total number of Senators 
voting was only seven—barely half of the com- 
mittee of 138. The vote against the orphaned 
and otherwise parentless children could easily 
have been converted to their benefit had two 
more Senators bestirred themselves on the chil- 
dren’s side, . 

We wish we could identify the three who 
voted for the bill and thus clear them of the 
stigma that attaches to so benighted a commit- 
tee. The 13 members are Senators Horn, Utter, 
Hogan and Webbe 6f St. Louis, Walker of Ca®- 
rollton, Erdwin of Concordia, Robinett of Moun- 
tain Grove, Matthes of Hillsboro, Frisby of 
Bethany, Burden of Joplin, Gibson of Indepen- 


‘dence, Joslyn of Charleston and Caldwell of 


Perry. 

It is a mystery how members of this commit- 
tee could read about the troubles of the State 
Training School for Boys at Boonville and not 
relate the unfortunate, misguided inmates with 
the failure of Missouri to provide proper super- 
vision of foster and boarding homes. As Miss 
Lillie Knight of Kansas City, co-chairman of the 
child care division, Missouri Social Welfdre As- 
sociation put it: this bill “seeks to reach ne- 
glected children before they reach Boonville or 
Chillicothe.” _ 

Minnesota, Iowa and North Carolina have just 
adopted new child welfare laws. Last year 12 
other states improved their statutes concerning 
care of homeless children. What is proposed by 
House Bill 135 would do no more than keep 
Missouri up in a moving procession. As it is, 
we fall further behind. 

Sponsors of this bill should poll the committee 
to determine whether this 4¢-to-3 vote really 
represents the view of a majority. Are there 
two Senators among the non-voting six who will 
work to overturn this act done behind closed 
doors? If there are, what they do will undoubt- 
edly save boys and girls from future delinquency 
and sentences in the training schools. 
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Taber Is At It Again 


Notwithstanding the virtually unanimous au- 
thorization in both Senate and House for the 
Voice of America broadcasts and United States 
Information Service activities, John Taber’s Ap- 
propriations Committee has already begun to 
chop and hack away at the funds needed for 
this vital program. 

The Truman Administration asked for $34,- 
378,000 for the fiscal year beginning July 1. 
When the bill emerged from the Taber com- 
mittee, it was whittled down to $28,000,000. 
Fortunately, there will be Republicans in both 
chambers to work for an adequate appropria- 
tion. Senator Smith of New Jersey and Repre- 
sentative Mundt of South Dakota, sponsors of 
the authorization, recommend a minimum of 
$40,000,000 to $50,000,000. 

Senator Smith, who is no starry-eyed idealist, 
estimates that the Russians are spending up 
to $180,000,000 a year in Europe on propaganda 
alone. If we mean business, we should be mak- 
ing fullest use of our news, radio, background 
and library facilities. \.We certainly should not 
let John Taber’s meat ax determine the effec- 
tiveness of our effort in matching the Russians 
in Europe. 
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Norwegian students are protesting against the 
Communist coup in Czechoslovakia. That just 
goes to show how necessary it was to clamp down 
on Prague. Without such precaution, Czech stu- 
dents might have demonstrated against the pres- 
sure, say, on Finland or Italy. 
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_- Needed: More Information 

Dr. Edward VU. Condon, director of the Bu- 
reau of Standards, gets strong defense against 
the attack upon him ‘by the Thomas Committee 
from scientific colleagues, some of whom have 
known him for years. Among those making 
statements in support of his loyalty are Dr. H. C, 
Urey, atom bomb physicist; Dr. A. N. Richards, 
president of the National Academy of Sciences, 
and Dr. Henry D. Smith, head of the Princeton 
physics department. 

Defending Dr. Condon's associations with for- 
eign representatives, the Executive Committee 
of the Atomic Scientists of Chicago makes the 
sound point that such contacts are a “routine 
part of a scientist's life.” 


The Post-Dispatch believes, as we said in our 


first comment on the case, that a lot more in- 
formation is needed. The House Un-American 
Activities Committee needs evidence to back 
up its report. It is not enough to set down 
a series of seeming offenses and to let it go at 
that.

This French elder statesman takes a look at the customs union of 
Belgium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg; he sees some imme- 
diate disadvantages to his country, but feels it might well join the 
new combine since Europe’s way of hope is the way of co-operation,

On Sept, 5, 1944, the Governments of Bel- 
gium, The Netherlands and Luxembourg, 
then in exile in London, signed an agree- 
ment for a customs union—named “Bene- 
lux,” obviously for the three signatories. 

One year later, although the Govern- 
ments had returned to their homelands, 
internal conditions blocked immediate ap- 
plication of the convention. For example, 
the common tariff, which was part of the 
treaty, was higher than The Netherlands 
had charged before the war. And that 
country had pressing 
need of postwar im- 
ports, 

The 1044 treaty had 
provisions for three 
special “organs”—an 
Administrative Coun- 
cil for Customs (as- 
sisted by a commis- 
sion of customs law- 
yers), a Council for 
Economic Union and 
a Council for Trade 
Agreements. Immedi- 
ately after V-E day, 
the Administrative 
Council for Customs 
began deliberations Edouard Herriot 
and evolved a new tariff schedule, which 
was mainly an average of the rates exist- 
ing in 1939 within the three countries. On 
March 14, 1947, a, new protocol, embodying 
these changes, was signed at The Hague. 


Reciprecal Sacrifices 


Under this, the rates of duty will be the 
same for all three countries on imports 


_ from the rest of the world, but there will 


be no duties on shipments from one to 
another of the three members of Benelux. 
(On shipments from overseas Dutch and 


v Belgian territories, either reduced tariffs 


or none at all will be assessed.) There 
will be a system of quotas and interpay- 
ments among them. 

The final structure of Benelux as a com- 


plete economic union will evolve little by . 


little, The first step was taken on Jan, 1, 
1948, when the common tariff became ef- 
fective, but the quota and payment sys- 
tem is still elastic, with limits to be defined. 


It is obvious that the dropping of cus- 
toms barriers among the three nations will 
not only bring about the end of all other 
mutually restrictive barriers, but will even- 
tually require the blending of the economies 
of the Benelux countries. But their cus- 
toms union’ would be meaningless if it did 
not allow for a specialization of industry 
by country. This will require reciprocal 
sacrifices, for certain lines of manufac- 
ture hitherto shielded now lose the 
advantages of protective tariffs. (The 
Netherlands is reported to have abandoned 
plans to expand its glass industry to com- 
pete with the long-established plants in Bel- 
gium; the Belgians have reciprocated by 
recognizing prior claims of the Dutch to 
shipping.—Editors.) 


Long-Term Integration 


Tariffs, it should be noted, are delicately. 


interrdlated to the complex business, social 
and tax structures which vary widely 
among Belgium, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg. Thus, the Council for Economic 
Union, the second “organ” of Benelux, faces 
a series of difficult problems, for these fac- 
tors must be integrated if this is to be a 
true customs union and not merely a mech- 
anism for just another common tariff. This 
is a long-term task. 

War damage in The Netherlands was 
more severe than in Belgium, which has 
resulted in a less advantageous economic 
condition within Benelux. This has made 
necessary the sliding scales and quotas 
which have slowed down the application 
of a complete customs union. Furthermore, 
within Belgium, the Walloons (the French- 
etansae nationals) fear that they will, be 


' From the 


in a less favorable position’ than the Flem- 
ings (living along the Dutch border) and 
have, therefore, agitated for a. Franco- 
Belgian customs union to balance the one 
between Belgium and The Netherlands, 

Benelux can become one of the out- 
standing economic and commercial powers 
not only in Europe, but in the whole 
world, As an economic bloc, Benelux holds 
certain dangers for France. On the one 
hand, France can fear that such a power, 
well tooled, possessed of plenty of labor and 
raw materials, may become a competitor 
such as neither the simple prewar Belgo- 
Luxembourg union or The Netherlands 
alone could be, 


The 16 Nations 


On the other hand, French imports to 
each of these countries, which are among 
our best customers, might be blocked un- 
‘der unfavorable conditions, by agreement 
among the three members of Benelux. 


Yet to slow down the evolution of Bene- 
lux, in the present state of Europe's inter- 
nal condition, is one thing that we of 
France least desire, Instead, it seems best 
that we nurture a closer relationship with 
Benelux, even to the point of working to- 
ward a larger and more inclusive customs 
union, ; 


The recent creation of a commission for 
a European customs union (the Commit- 
tee of European Economic Co-operation— 
C.E.E.C.—representing 16 nations of West- 


ern Europe, which met in Paris in Maye - 


August 1947, to develop a plan, commonly 
known as the “Marshall plan”’—BEditors) 
only increases the opportunity for expand- 
ing Benelux, The sacrifices which such a 
union must entail will be largely compen- 
sated by the promise of expansion for 
France within the framework of a mod- 
ernization of our own domestic economy, 
And it will reopen to France a large mar- 
ket in which we traditionally held an im- 
portant’ place, 


Way of Hope 


Generally speaking, the suppression of 
customs barriers is the imperative need 
that is now being recognized by all Eu- 
rope. The Scandinavian countries are dis- 
cussing such a union. Conversations to 
such an end are being held by Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland, by Czechoslovakia and 
Romania and by Bulgaria and Yugoslavia. 
Also I should mention that for five months, 
France and Italy have been studying pos- 
sibilities of removing customs barriers. 


In fact, if it will improve the economy 
of Europe and help it to regain the tmpor- 
tance which it once held and which it 
seems to have lost, at the moment, a cus- 
toms union and the inevitable merging of 
economies that come with it, whether it 
be an easy task or one that takes much 
work to establish, seem to be the outstand- 
ing road to an effective solution of Eu- 
rope’s present economic plight, 


The relative importance France would 
gain in any such organization gives us hope 
that, at the price of engaging in a new 
field of endeavor, our country. will regain 
its important economic position—even a 
preponderant one, Perhaps we should even 
become an integral part of Benelux.

YALE GOT LESS _ 
THAN $600,000 OF 
CAMPBELL’S GIFT 


Yale University now has less 
than. $600,000 of the $1,300,000 be- 
quest to it by the late Hugh 
Campbell of St. Louis, Treasurer 
G. Tighe of Yale University told 
Yale alumni at their annual din- 
ner meeting at the University 
Club last, night. The money will 
be used for an addition to the 
University’s art gallery, but, as 
the addition is to cost $1,500,000, 
plans are not yet complete, 

Taxes, suits and settlement of 
claims cut the bequest to $565,934 
by the time Yale received the 
money in 1942, Tighe said, Interest 
has since brought it up to $596,889. 

The treasurer commented that 
“the state of Missouri did not ap- 
parently recognize the existenge of 
an educational institution in Con- 
necticut,” and imposed heavy 
taxes. Lawyers present said, how- 
ever, that the same taxes would 
have applied to any institution 
outside Missouri, whereas a be- 
quest to an educational or charita- 
ble institution within the state 
would have been tax-free. 

Tighe told of the sale of the 
Campbell homestead at 1508 Lo- 
cust street, now conducted by the 
Campbell House Foundation as a 
museum of costumes and furnish- 
ings in the St. Louis of the Civil 
War period and the decades there- 
after. “When we heard that 
school children were contributing 
pennies to buy the house, we felt 
like Shylock demanding his pound 
of flesh,” the treasurer said.

TOKYO, March 4 (UP)—The 
Rev. Kiyoshi Tanimoto, United 
States-educated hero of John Her- 
sey’s article, “Hiroshima,” arrived 
today to launch a campaign to 
set Aug. 6 as “World Peace day.”

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LTHOUGH quite some time has passed since he withdrew, and 

though his withdrawal must be taken as final, Gen. Eisenhower's 

extraordinary popularity in all the polls is still, I think, the most 
interesting commentary on this year’s election. 


What these polls show, I think, 
is that the country would like to 
replace the Truman Administra- 
tion but that it is not yet sure 
that the Repub- 
lican party is a 
safe replace- 
ment, That is, it 
seems to me, ° 
what the Lisen- ;

Twice in History. 


This would be a remarkable 


feat. Only twice before in Ameri- 
can history has-one party had so 
long a continuous term of power. 
The first was during and after 
the wars of Napoleon Bonaparte. 
The second was during and after 
our own Civil War. 


The four elections of Franklin [ 


D. Roosevelt were, however, 
unique in American politica] his- 
' tory. President Truman’s electoral 
campaign this year can best be 
understood by remembering that 
he is the successor of Roosevelt. 

He is now completing a term of 
office to which Roosevelt, the only 
President to be elected for more 
than two terms, was in fact 
elected. The character and the 
history. of the Truman Adminis- 
tration reflect this altogether ab- 
normal situation. 


Effect of the War. 


Roosevelt won his first two 
elections by huge popular majori- 
ties: He had 59 per cent of the 
popular vote against Hoover and 
62 per cent against Landon. But 
in 1940, the normal pattern was 
broken by the European war. 

Had it not been for the war, it 
is fair to say, ! think that Roose- 
velt would nut have been—indeed 
could not have been — the first 
President to run for a third elect- 
ed term. It is certain that he 
would not and could not have 
run for a- fourth term. 

It is in the highest degret prob- 
able, moreover, that no other 
Democrat could have won the 
1940 and the 1944 elections. For 


what other Democrat could have 
united the components of the 
New Deal coalition with the Re- 
publicans and independents who 
put the issue of the war above 
all other issues? | ‘ 


Bad Break for Dewey. 


But even at that Roosevelt's 
popular majority over Willkie (54 
per cent) and Dewey (53.5 per 
cent) was much narrower than 
over Hoover and Landon, . It was 
only in the Electoral College, 
where the solid South gives the 
Democratic party a peculiar ad- 
vantage, that his third and fourth 
victories were landslides. 

In 1940 the original popular en- 
thusiasm for Willkie was very 
great—quite comparable, it seems 
to me, with that for Eisenhower 
last autumn. The . enthusiasm 
evaporated a month or so after 
Willkie’s nomination when the in- 
dependent publicans and the 
uncommitted voters, who hold: the 
balance of power, realized that he 
could not unite and lead the Re- 
publican party, and: could not 
make it an effective instrument 
of government in the crisis of the 
World War.

Continues. Convalescing 
at Country Home—Red 
Minister Warns Action 
Committees. 


PRAGUE, March 4 (AP) — The 
Ministry of Information an- 
rounced today that President 
Eduard Benes, convalescing at 
his country home in Sezimovo 
Usti, southern Bohemia, would 
not return to Prague this week, 
es scheduled. 

; A ministry spokesman said 
there was no other statement con- 
cerning the state of the frail, 64- 
ld President’s health. The 
presidential office here also de- 
clined a further statement. 

President Benes left Prague 
for Sezimovo Usti last Friday 
after swearing in the new Com- 
munist-loaded cabinet at a cere- 
mony during which he told the 
ministers “the decision to accept 
you was difficult personally for 
me.” 


There was some evidence, mean- 
while, that the new Government 
was trying to rein in some of the 
Communist action committees ac- 
ag in almost every field of Czech 


e. 

Alexej Cepicka, the Minister of 
Justice, warned that if the com- 
mittees went beyond their orig- 
inal instructions to “purge reac- 
tion” huge economic losses might 


result. 

He mentioned especially those 
committees which have been grab- 
bing former German-owned lands 
fin the border areas and parcelling 
them out in smal! lots. 

There have been some private 
expressions of dismay over the 
Tush with which action commit- 
tees have tossed out employes in 
some industriés because of their 
politics. 

Meanwhile the Communist press 
hinted that former Health Minis- 
ter Adolf Prochazka, his wife and 
an anti-Communist student leader 


had fled Czechoslovakia, but mys- P 


tery surrounded their whereabouts. 
Milada Prochazka, the minister's 
19-year-old daughter, is under ar- 
rest after an unsuccessful attempt 
to escape from the country. 
Miada Fronta, a Communist 
newspaper, said the Prochazkas 
and student leader Emil Ransdorf 
escaped across the border. It was 
the first time the Communist 
press reported that Czechs were 
fleeing across the frontiers.

t may be that our efforts will 
fail and the leaders of Soviet Rus- 
sia will fall into the same tragic 
error that has brought to their 
doom so many ancient and mod- 
ern masters of police states. If 
that utter calamity should come 
to pass, let‘it not be said that 
the United States had neglected 
any honorable means to avert it. 

Supreme Crisis, 

Our nation and all nations, in- 
cluding especially our major allies 
in the recent death struggle 
against the forces of tyranny, 
would merely deceive themselves 
if they failed to realize that they 
are facing the supreme crisis of 
all ages. 

If they resolve that the ‘orces 
of peace, order, and civilization 
shall proceed unceasingly with the 
task of restoring their economic 
health and solidifying their polit- 
ical and moral strength, they will 
thereby become powerful enough 
to preserve the peace, freedom, 
and culture of the world. 

On the other hand, if some na- 
tions or peoples persist in destruc- 


tive policies and methods calcue 
lated seriously to cripple or shat- 
ter thig great world undertaking, 
the human race may yet be 
dragged down to unimaginably 
low levels of barbarism. 

The one inescepable duty and 
responsibility of all nations and 
peoples is to maintain and develop 
the United Nations as an inter- 
national organization capable of 
establishing real peace and keep- 
ing such peace permanently. 

t is well-nigh axiomatic that 
all countries will receive equal 
and incalculable benefits from a 
“aithful performance of their 
United Nations duties, but a bot- 
tomless pit is Hable to open in the 
pathway of nations failing in such 
performance. 

The experience of the League 
of Nations proved conclusively 
that a world security organiza- 
tion could not function effective- 
ly toward this all-important end 
unless all major nations were 
members and were co-operating. 
The same is true of the United 
‘Nations Organization. 

If any of the major nations 
should choose the course of non- 


co-operation, the others, willing 
to support this great world move- 
ment, must nevertheless carry 
i¢ forward with all _ their 
strength. They must resolutely 
resist in every legitimate way 
any acts calculated to impede or 
undermine the organization, 
But the door should always 
remain open to all nations, in- 
cluding those that are tempo- 
rarily misled into recalcitrant 
non-co-operation, once they had 
demonstrated their willingness 
to follow the principles embodied 
in the United Nations Charter. 


I am firmly convinced that in 


other disruptive practices that will 
bring the nations participating in 
them on either side to a common 
ruin, the equivalent of universal 
suicide, 

I conclude these Memoirs with 
the abiding faith that our destiny 
as a nation is still before us, not 
behind us, If we are willing from 
time to time to stop and appre- 
ciate our past, appraise our pres- 
ent and prepare for our future, 
I am convinced that the horizons 
of achievement still stretch be- 
fore us like the unending plains.

There is a moral in this story 
for those who advocate friendly 
negotiation with the Soviets.

There is also a warning. The 
fall of Czechoslovakia has not al- 
tered the world power balance, but 
the brutal methods employed and 
the suddenness of the coup have 
disclosed an important alteration 
in the Kremlin’s timetable. 

It is not impossible that the 
world crisis will reach the acute 
and decisive stage in the next few 
months,

OTH the great Whig leaders, Webster and Clay, 

died in 1852 and their party virtually died with 

them. Its passing left behind a whirlpool of sec- 
tional rivalry and political hate. Senator Ben Wade, 
a fierce Free Soiler from Ohio, described it accurately 
when he said: “There is really no Union now between 
the North and the South. . . . No two nations upon 
earth entertain feelings of more bitter rancor toward 
each other... .” 


This feeling was not based solely on slavery and its 
extension into the territories—although these had be- 
come the do t issues, It went back to the ancient 
struggle between the two sections for economic and 
political supremacy. The North, with its factory sys- 
tem based on free labor, was already far ahead in the 
1850s. The South was so involved in its slave and 
cotton-growing investments that it could not change 
peaceably if it wanted to. So it tried every political 
trick to hem in and restrain the North, while extend- 
ing slavery as fast and far as possible. 

The logic of the situation called for the formation 
of two new political parties: one for the South and 
one for the North. Calhoun’s successors almost 
achieved this by tightening the historic Southern grip 
on the Democratic party machinery. But although 
they found many Northern men to do their bidding, 
they did not succeed in converting Andrew Jackson's 
Democracy into a 100 per cent pro-slavery party. 

It was the North which produced the first truly 
sectional party in American politics. Its beginnings 
were 50 widespread and spontaneous that no one man 


can be called its founder, But in February 1854 Alvan 
Bovay, a young lawyer in Ripon, Wisconsin, wrote a 
letter to Editor Horace Greeley of the New York 
Tribune, asking for help én organizing the opponents 
of slavery extension in a new party. “Urge them to 
forget under the name I suggested to you in 1852,” 
Bovay wrote. “I mean the name Republican.” : 


Greeley responded without much enthusiasm. “I 
am a beaten, broken-down, used-up politician, and 
have the soreness of many defeats in my bones,” he 
wrote. “However, I am ready to follow any lead that 
promises to hasten the day of Northern emancipation.” 


The new party snowballed into power with unpre- 
cedented speed. In May 1854 30 Congressman mem- 
bers met in Washington and officially adopted “Re- 
publican” as its name. By thus reviving the name of 
Jefferson's original party, they announced, they were 
asserting again the pro-Union and anti-slavery views 
of the founders of the Republic, In July the first 
state Republican convention was held in Jackson, 
Mich., followed shortly by one at Saratoga Springs, N.Y. 


Seasoned politicians like Lincoln and William H. 
Seward stayed aloof from the new party for a while. 
They thought it contained too many radicals, social- 
ists and outright abolitionists, whose motto, “Free 
Soil, Free Speech, Free Labor, and Free Men,” it 
quickly took for its own. But the Republican move- 
ment gathered so much strength in the North that 
the “practical” leaders were soon forced to join it, 
and take the party helm themselves, to prevent the 
rank and file from steering straight into civil war.

South together. Stephen A, Douglas, the “Little Giant,” was a 
Vermont-born Democrat who ggarried the daughter of a North 
Carolina slaveholder. But his opinions were formed on the West- 
ern frontier, where he had made good as a lawyer, judge, and 
rough-and-tumble politician. In private life he was deeply in- 
volved with Chicago capitalists in a scheme to build a railroad 
to the Pacific coast from Chicago through Council Bluffs. This 
project had been stalled by Jefferson Davis and other Democrats, 


Douglas had a simple but explosive plan for ending the 
slavery crisis. Let the country forget all the old compromises, 
and write a new one: Let the people of each territory decide for 
themselves whether they would have slavery, and let Congress 
accept their ¢ecision. This was really nothing more than the 
squatter law of the pioneers, but Douglas dressed it up under the 
title of “Popular Sovereignty.” In January 1854, he introduced 
his famous Nebraska bill, which led to the creation of two new 
territories, Nebraska and Kansas, and gave the inhabitants of 
each the privilege of deciding on slavery. 


Douglas was eager to get these territory governments started 
to speed his railroad plans, and he was perfectly willing to con- 
ciliate his business rivals in the South by opening up a new out- 
let for slavery. After a sharp debate his bill was passed and 
signed by President Franklin Pierce. 

In the North, Douglas’s bill meant just one thing: The delib- 
erate, final betrayal of the promises made in the Missouri Com- 
promise, which had stood for 34 years against the weatward 
spread of the “slave power.” 


Senator Charles Sumner of Massa- 
chusetts was one of the “anti-Nebras- 
ka men” who flung hot words of 
scorn and hate at Senator Douglas. 
He called Douglas a skunk, and slav- 
ery a Southern harlot, His dark eyes 
flashed during hot debates.

N March 1855 the new territory of 

Kansas held an election under the 

“Popular Sovereignty” plan, Across 
the border from Missouri rode 5000 
slavery men armed with bowie 
knives and revolvers. These “Bor- 
der Ruffians,” as the Northern 
newspapers called them, took charge 
of the Kansas polls, barred Free Soil 
men from voting and elected a pro- 
slavery Legislature. Then they rode 
back to Missouri. 


The North replied to this by send- 
ing to Kansas organized colonies of 
tough, determined abolitionists, Soon 
a small-scale civil war was flaming 
along the Kansas frontier, On May 
21, 1856, an invading force of Mis- 
sourians plundered and burned the 
Free Soil capital of Lawrence, On 
May 2 a band of Free Soil fighters 
led by John Brown dragged five 
pro-slavery settlers from their cab- 
ins on the Pottawatomie and Killed 
them in cold blood, 


The “Kansas War” cost only a few 
hundred lives, but the whole country 
watched it with breathless excite- 
ment, for almost everyone realized it 


Ten years before, Henry T. Blow, 
the son of slave Dred Scott's first 
owner, persuaded Dred to sue for 
hig freedom on the ground that he 
had lived for four years on free soil, 
At that time there was general reci- 
procity between free and slave states, 
and the lower Missouri court quickly 
gave Dred his liberty. But the Mis- 

uri Supreme Court reversed this 
decision and turned Dred back into 
a slave. The case was then taken 
to the Federal Circuit Court, which 
declined to interfere, All of this ran 
through several years, during which 
the Republican party appeared in 
Missouri and decided to make Dred 
a test case. Late in 1856 the case 
of “Dred Scott, Plaintiff in error” 
reached the United States Supreme 
Court. Dred Scott would néver have 
become famous if Chief Justice 
Roger B. Taney could have left his 
case alone, But after a short routine 
ruling was written, denying Dred’s 
appeal, the Southern members of 
the Court persuaded Taney to re- 
write it into something much broad- 
er. His Dred Scott opinion threw the 
whole weight of the federal courts 
onto the Southern side of the ques-

Child and Diploma

OW and again we meet a child who does not seem to be 
able to do the work in academic subjects that entitles him 
te a diploma from the school. 

Parents realize that this diploma is necessary if the child 
is to enter high school and college. That IF is really only a 

wishful hope. A child who for eight and more years has failed 
te get a passing mark from teachers who were anxious to 
‘give it to him, is not a hopeful high school candidate. He 
. oes not belong in an academic high school, but long before 
should have been entered.in ea school that was equipped’ to 
meet. his peculiar needs. 

Parents want their children to get this academic diploma. 
It is the symbol of accomplishment in what has long been 
the standard of educational requirements. But those, to whom 
an academic curriculum did not have meaning and value, got 
their education on the farm and in the shop. These required 
no diploma because fathers and elder craftsmen did the teach- 
“ing and passed on the candidates. |

MODERN WAYS have changed this. Children are not al- 
lowed to work but are forced to remain in the academic 
schools long past the time when they should have been studying 
and learning the techniques of the occupations they were 
fitted for by nature, They must remain as prisoners to the 
old academic standards to learn discouragement, to form wrong 
‘motions of people and work, and to waste the best years of 
, their growth. This they must do.to get a diploma, that has 
no value to them or for them. Rarely do such boys and girls 
earn this diploma. Not that they would not, but becauge they 
cannot. ‘ , 

In places throughout the country the educational authorities 
are trying to meet this situation by giving such pupils certifi- 
cates that say they are of good character and have reached 
certain’ standards of learning. But it does not admit them to 
high school or to college.

MANY PARENTS consider that a child who cannot earn an 

diploma is a failure. Are the successes, the leaders 
of industry, crafts, arts, the meehanics and the artisans not 
worthy people? Many of them never saw a diploma, but they 
are masters in their fields and bulwarks of society. Whdre 
would we be today without them? 

Once it is plain that a child is not book-minded, his educa- 
tion should be centered on his proved abilities whatever they 
are—and never mind the diploma. His diploma will be whatever 
work he does. A good job done admits the worker to high 
places, places that many a holder of a diploma never will reach.

Still Handsomest Couple in the Theater 


Lunts Also Most Charming, Reporter Decides After Interviewing Them—Here Monday

CHICAGO, March 4. 

‘HEIR public misses one of 

Alfred Lamt'’s and Lynn Fon- 

tanne’s best entrances, the one 
they make nightly as they arrive 
backstage at the theater, a per- 
formance that is almost as replete 
with drama and suspense as an 
onstage appearance. 

There is a certain air of 
suspense, first of all, in the back- 
stage atmosphere itself. The set 
of “O Mistress Mine,” their cur- 
rent play, which they bring to the 
American Theater Monday night, 
is shrouded in white covers, barely 
visible thréugh the curtains, and 
in the half-darkened hallway the 
Lunte’ staff, a maid, a valet, and 
a secretary stand waiting.

“This play is filled with pleas- 
ant and exciting memofies of 
places we've been,” Lunt said.

All Subject 
To Nervous 
Mannerisms 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


A LL of us are subject to certain 
nervous habits in which we 
._may do things which we are 
not conscious of doing. These 
habits are usually due to nervous 
tensions or emotional strains of 
whi we are not usually aware. 
We might say that our nerves get 
tired out and play tricks on us. It 
is hard to realize that this can 
happen and we not be aware of it. 
A good example of this is teeth 
grinding in a young baby—this is 
usually a nervous habit just as 
thumb sucking, hair pulling or 
nail biting is. In babies the habit 
may be due to some difficulty in 
adjustment of its eating or sleep- 
ing conditions; yet the baby is too 
young to be aware of this. 


m: “We use a chemical 
water softener. Could this cause 
a skin rash?” 


Answer: As you probably know 
there is almost an unlimited num- 
ber of things which can cause 
skin rashes. Those skin rashes 
which are caused by contact with 
irritating substances are known 
as contact dermatoses. These 
rashes may be caused by direct 
irritation: or by a sensitization 
process in which the person be- 
comes “allergic” to the substance 
to which he is exposed, The chem- 
icals used in water softening are 
usually fairly strong alkalis. There 
is a wide variety used such as 
sodium carbonate, trisodium phos- 
phate, ammonium carbonate, sodi- 
um phosphate, etc. Some special 
fomnula may contain silicates, 
chlorides, or fluorides, Some of 
these compounds are irritants in 

der form or-in strong solu- 
tions. However, when they are 
used for softening water they are 
used in proportions of about 
1:1000 or 1:10,000 depending upon 
the “hardness” of the water. Di- 
lutions such as these should not 
cause a skin rash except in those 
people who are unusually sensi- 
tive. 


There are procedures which can 
determine fairly accurately 
whether one is sensitive to such 
substances. One of these is known 
as the patch test, and can be done 
very simply in your physician's 
office. I would suggest that you 
consult him concerning the advis- 
ability of having such a test done.

G ENE TUNNEY has written an 
article on prayer that every 
athlete should read, It will 
improve his game!

Word for It 
By Frank Colby — 


TALK ABOUT THE 
WORD “COMBAT.” 


HE word combat is both noun 

and verb. There was a time, 

prior to the 1800s, when the 
noun was usually pronounced 
“KUM-bat.” But Noah Webster 
(1828) did not sanction it in his 
American “Dictionary. He pro- 
nounced combat as KOM-bat, 
which is the prevailing ‘Standard 
American pronunciation, Some of 
our elderly dictionaries, however, 
still list “KUM-bat” as second 


choice; but it is obsolete except 
in the speech of a few oldsters 
whose speech habits were fixed 
before the turn of the century. In 
other words, “KUM-bat” is as out- 
of-date as a “bum” for bomb, al- 
though you will still find “bum” 
given as second choice by the 
moss-backed among our diction- 
aries, 

Now the verb to combat, if we 
are to believe most dictionaries, 
is pronounced either “KOM-bat” 
or “KUM-bat.” But the verb is 
pronounced kum-BAT by prac- 
tically everybody. The accent shift 
to the second syllable is quite 
proper and natural, despite reluc- 
tance of the dictionaries to sanc- 
tion it. 

KOM-bat for the noun and 
kum-BAT for the verb follows a 
pattern that occurs throughout 
English. For example: PER-fume, 
noun, per-FUME, verb; PER-mit, 
noun, per-MIT, verb; KON-tract, 
noun, kun-TRACT, verb; KOM- 
press, noun, kum-PRESS, verb; 
KON-duct, noun, kun-DUCT, verb, 
etc. 

We are led now to three logical 
conclusions: (1) “KUM-bat” for 
both noun and verb is archaic or 
dialectal; (2) “KOM-bat,” or 
“KUM-bat” for the verb_ seldon 
occurs in American speech; (3) 
“KOM-bat,” or “KUM-bat,” for 
the verb has nothing in its favor 
but dictionary inertia.

BAT for the verb is now the third 
choice of Merriam Webster's, 
Kenyon and Knott’s, the Ameri- 
can College Dictionary (Random 
House), Thorndi Century, the 
second choice of Macmillan’s, and 
the only choice of Grosset and 
Dunlap’s Words: The New Dic- 
tionary.) e 5.

GGS make such a consequen- 
tia] contribution to the diet 
that they should be cooked in 
ways they are sure to be eaten. 
Even though this means varying 
them for breakfast, it’s a valuable 
service the cook can render. It 
takes a little thinking and very

For illustration: Suppose two 
or three in the family insist on 
fried eggs cooked soft, sunny side 
up. Another member may detest 
them this way but can’t explain 
why. Maybe it’s the uncooked 
film of egg white over the yolk. 
Ledling some hot fat over the 
yolk would remove his objection 
and so would turning the egg 
over, or covering the frying pan 
for just a few seconds. Still. others 
enjoy fried eggs only if they have 
a crisp brown ruffle around their 
rim 


While eggs are more digestible 
cooked at a low temperature, and 
this brown edge develops only 
when cooked in very hot fat, the 
heat can be tufned down just as 
soon as this ruffle is obtained and 
the cooking finished at a lower 
temperature which will insure 
greater digestibility. The same 
differences in preferences may be 
equally true for poached, soft- 
cooked and scrambled eggs, but 
the homemaker understanding the 
heat conditions that are necessary 
to produce the desired results can 
easily prepare the two or three 
variations. 

. Sour Eggs. 

One tablespoon butter, one table- 
spoon flour, one cup water, three- 
fourths teaspoon vinegar, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one egg yolk (op- 
tional), three to four eggs. 

Melt butter in medium size skil- 
let, add flour, then water slowly 
stirring constantly to keep mix- 
ture smooth. Cook until bubbly. 
Add vinegar and salt. Stir well.
